I include tde copy of tde picture so you can compere it ultd tde om 
you got sons tloie ago and of ^micd Dlclc wrote rae, Tdis aeoms to adov toe dole 
as Dick described, 1 da-ve put a red dot at tdat pointy and two arrowa pointing 
to it. 


Tdere is little doubt tdat tdey lied to me, made this picture eg 1 
describe, by taking one tdat eliminates tbe screen and then pdot ogre riding tdat, 
or botd, end any alternative Is pretty edeap but, as I tell dim rigdt out, will 
be useftfl in court. 

Wdat tdey ere trying to do dare, I imagine, is get around thet rotten 
business of devlng np etlargeable picture of tde most basic evidence, in tdeir own 
small minds, in a way tdey may tden seek to miarepresent to a Judge as offering 
me wdat I asked for.
